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Applicant argues that the kiosk of Tagawa does not function as a single source which provides both international travel tickets and duty 
free goods. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant because Tagawa teaches on col. 18, lines 14-31 the kiosk is used as a single source 
to provide international tickets and "purchasing duty free merchandise" The shopping vendors in the region of the regional reservation 
center may include Duty Free Shoppers (col. 18, lines 44-46). 

Applicant argues that The Business Wire Article does not teach that the value of the duty free item (or even the voucher) will vary 
as a function of the cost of the ticket. Applicant is again reminded that Applicant's arguments are not relevant to the use of Official Notice. 
While applicant may challenge the Examiner's use of Official Notice, applicant needs to provide a proper challenge that would at least cast 
reasonable doubt on the fact taken notice of.
